A large staff of doc­ 


tors and 90 nurses arrived on the scene and 
the death toll was held to 27 lives. 
The American Red Cross spent $90,000 here 
that year, in 1920. 
In addition to being a friend in need in 
time of disaster, the Red Cross offers num­ 
erous training services, loans sick room sup­ 
plies and helps servicemen. 
Next year the Red Cross will be a part of 
the United Appeals Fund Campaign, but right 
now it needs operating revenue for the next

Politics Must Wriggle and Struggle 


No citizen can claim to be an outstand­ 


ing politician until he is a primary target 


of the opposition. Richard Nixon has been a 
primary target ever since he was tapped for 
target prominence in 1952 as the vice presi­ 
dential candidate in Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
e r’s first campaign for the presidency. 
The least surprising thing that could have 
happened in politic* this year was for Mr. 
Eisenhower to say that Nixon, who has no 
opposition in sight for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination, is his personal choice. 
The vice president has been given unprece­ 
dented opportunity to understudy Mr. Eisen. 
bower. This, combined with the fact he is a 
professional politician with a high aptitude 
tot doing and saying the right thing, has 
made the mast clearly qualified presidential 
prospect in the long list of citizens who have 
befen tapped for the highest political destiny 
any American can achieve. 
Yet, there must be the usual “human wrig­ 
gle and struggle for office,” as Abraham Lin­ 
coln once described politics. Inside his own 
party and from across party lines Nixon 
must be sighted at and leveled on to fulfil his 
role in the political drama of 1960. 


It is not that he has been trapped for presi­ 
dential destiny; that is up to the whims and 
vagaries of the voting masses on a rainy 
day next November. It is that he has been 
qualified so clearly by vice presidential serv. 
ice under President Eisenhower that no one 
can deny he is the logical Republican nominee 
for the presidency in 1960. 
Under these circumstances, all wriggling 


and struggling are ridiculous. There is noth­ 
ing to wriggle and struggle about. 
It is going to be Richard Nixon against 
the contender who can come closest to mak­ 
ing himself the logical choice of the Demo­ 
crats.

But politics being what it is, 
there was a great cry and clatter about it.

used by speakers who actually do not stand 
for what we stand for at all. 
These terms include the resounding words 
and phrases that are a part of what we call 
our American heritage—and even that has 
become trite through overuse by people who 
have little understanding of what it readily 
means. 
In political campaigns, we hear the leader* 
of the two parties apparently talking about 
the same things when in reality they are not. 
Conversely, they sometimes pretend to be 
talking about different things for the sake 
of creating issues when there is no real issue 
at all. How can the poor listener be sure? 
As Mr. Sulzberger suggests, the time is 
ripe for stripping away the slogan* and labels 
that afflict our mental state and replacing 
them pithy, pointed expressions of what we 
really mean. 
He does not suggest how this can be done, 
and neither can we. It has been recognized 
since Plato discussed the shadows on the 
wall of the cave that men would rather 
parade behind safe masks than march for­ 
ward revealing their controversial natures 
for all to see.

It’s a matter 
of 
selection 
and 
arrangement. 
As a mine of goodies for ora­ 
tors supporting that still nameless 
Democratic candidate, Prof. Paul 
Douglas’ Joint Economic Commit­ 
tee of Congress has prepared a 
72-page report. 
Without bothering about all the 
economic gibberish in the report, 
I select one tiny table for con­ 
sideration and out of this tiny table 
only one column of figures 
This 
table is very important, for its 
content will be one of the major 
issues in 1960. 
It gives the rate of growth of 
the Gross National Product, known 
to one and all as the GNT and 
itself as phony a calculation as a 
gangster’s income tax return. For 
all you have to do to produce any 
given GNP is 
to print 
enough 
money. 


THE COMPARISONS are based 
upon “ constant 1958 dollars. ’ 
For the period 1890-1959 the rate 
of GNP growth was 3 2 per cent; 
for 1890-1919, 3.5 per cent; 
for 
1919-1959, 2 9 per cent: for 1919- 
1947, 26 per cent; for 1947 1953, 
4 6 per cent; for 1953-1959, 2.3 per 
cent. 
There is a note that 1959 dollars 
were used to calculate the last, 
because if 1958 dollars had been 
used, the per cent would 
have 
been 
2.4. 
That would have de­ 
stroyed the nice comparison be­ 
tween the T r u m a n and 
the 
Eisenhower years which, as you 
see, shows that onder the former 
the rate of growth was twice that 
of the latter. 
The 
Truman-Eisenhower

parison is what Prof. 
Douglas 
was preparing as a nice nugget 
for his party's orators. They might 
have trouble remembering figures 
but who could not say “twice as 
great”

eagerly seized by the 
AFL-CIO 


News, which flared headlines about 
Ike's “slowdown policies.'’ 
But the Truman years consisted 
of four years of peace and three 
years of 
rearmament, 
including 
the Korean War years, lf the pro- 
fessor had taken the four years 
of Truman peace, no growth at 
all would have been shown but 
rather a decline of 2 2 per cent. 
Thus, if we should want to statis- 
ticate further, we could show that 
the Truman peace was far worse 
than the Eisenhower peace. But 
that would be overlooking the fact 
that rearmament had to continue 
after the Korean War. 
Why on earth the years were 
selected for grouping as they were 
prior to 1947 is past understanding. 
In other regroupings, quite amaz­ 
ing arguments might have been 
made for Republican years.

WE SHALL HEAR a lot of talk 
about the relatively faster rate of 
growth in Russia as compared with 
our own. 
That bit of lying with statistics 
is done by using a different sort 
of base from which to start. 
A year ago, my colleague, Henry 
Hazlitt, in two articles in “News­ 
week,” thoroughly 
exposed 
this 
“growth” game. So far as rela­ 
tive growth is concerned, he cited 
the rate of growth of our television 
industry. Between 1946 and 1947 
the rate of growth of sets sold was 
2,757 per cent, with an increase 
in sets of only 193.000. Since 1950 
the rate of 
growth has been zero 
but we 
are turning out from five 
million to seven million sets a 
year. 
The boy in the third grade can 
say proudly to his brother who is 
19 that his rate of growth is tre­ 
mendous by comparison. The I i 
year-old young man will answer 
that when he gets a baby, its 
growth will be 195 per cent in its 
first year.

Yes, 
business. The impression that P ar­ 
kinson’s law applies only to pub­ 
lic jobholders is incorrect. It ap­ 
plies to all jobholders. They all 
know how to stretch the work. 
There is a companion law tm 
one has heard of because this is 
the first time it has been put into 
words. It was formulated by a 
member of the Twill family who 
must remain nameless. 
Public business adopts the in­ 
efficient practices of private bus­ 
iness; therefore, private business 
shudders at the image of itself in 
the public mirror. This is Twill’s 
law. 
Business will not 
like 
Twill’s 
law, either. Nevertheless, w h e n 
business screams at government 
inefficiency 
and 
muddle-headed­ 
ness it is showing shock at its 
own reflection. 
Government imi­ 
tates. It does not innovate. 
When businessmen demand pe­ 
riodically that they be allowed to 
make government as efficient as 
business 
the 
taxpaying 
public 
should tremble. There are effici­ 
ent business, just as there are ef­ 
ficient public employes. But bus­ 
inessmen most likely to scud off 
to Washington to show how 
it 
ought to be run are not necessarily 
efficient. Even if they are, govern­ 
ment is not the same as a widgit 
works, a* many bushy-talied bus­ 
inessmen learned when they went 
there. 


Next to politicians who 
pester 
jobholders, the biggest pests 
in 
Washington are businessmen who 
want to make government accom­ 
modate them. 
Whenever 
s o m e 
jobholding patsy gets canned for 
stepping out of line, chances are 
be was enticed by a citizen cor­ 
rupting his government with 
the 
tricks that made him a ripping 
success back at the widgit works. 
Parkinson’s Law. or your own 
law if you have one ready, can­ 
not be restricted to any one kind 
of work. All work expands to fill 
the time available for its comple­ 
tion. 
Every 
time 
this 
country 
trims 
payrolls 
efficiency 
im­ 
proves. Under Twill’s law that 
public business adopts the prac­ 
tices of private business, 
which 
accounts for government ineffici­ 
ency. the 
best 
thing 
that

happen is to cut off a percentage 
of personnel every so often. The 
survivor* more than take up the 
slack, it never fails.

F. Herbert W’ells of Steubenv ille 
will receiv e the first distinguished 
serv ice award of the International 
Fund-Raising Institute at a lunch­ 
eon of the Steubenv ille Rotary Club 
at Steubenv ille Friday . 
Mr. Wells, who is 8 5. has com­ 
pleted 50 y ears of serv ice in the 
fund-raising field, is regarded as 
I he first professional fund-raiser in 
America, if not in the world. 
Mr. Wells still serv es as honor­ 
ary chairman of the board of the 
Wells Organization, world's larg­ 
est fund-raising organization. 
He 
was editor of the New Castle, Pa. 
News, when he entered the fund­ 
raising work as an assistant 
to 
Charles Summer Ward of the Na­ 
tional YMCA in early 1910. 
In the fall of 1910, he establish­ 
ed a fund-raising firm and con­ 
ducted a campaign for the Salem 
City
